WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House passed a public works 
appropriations bill Tu e s d a y 
which included $120 million for 
river work in Arkansas. 


In the $4.3 billion bill was $89 


million for the Arkansas River 
navigation project, $35 million 
for work on other rivers 
and 


streams in Arkansas and $73 
million for work on the lower 
Mississippi River and its tribu- 
taries. 


The bill, for the fiscal year 


beginning July 1, was passed 
360-11. 


The House did not change the 


bill from the recommendations 
from the House Appropriations 
Committee. The committee rec- 
ommended last week that the 
Arkansas River project get $5 
million more

Amendments 
Beaten Down 
on Rights Bill

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate 
began knocking down 


more amendments to the civil 
rights bill today as leaders ex- 
pressed renewed determination 
to pass the measure before the 
end of the week. 


The first amendment called 


up as the Senate reconvened 
after a wearing 13-hour session 
was 
offered 
by Sen. Strom 


Thurmond, D-S.C., one of the 
Southerners still 
waging the 


fight against the bill. 


Rejected 72-24, 
the amend- 


ment would have rewritten the 
enforcement provisions of the 
bill's prohibition on discrimina- 
tion in employment on account 
of race, color, religion, sex, or 
national origin. 


Before the start of today's 


session, Sen. Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey, D-Minn., the bill's floor 
manager, said that "We'll fin- 
ish with amendments today." 
'After action on' amendments 
is 
completed, 
a 
round 
of 


speeches will follow. They could 
take a day or two. But Hum- 
phrey and Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana said 
that, if necessary, a 
Saturday 


session would be held to get a 
vote on passage this week. 
How many more amendments 
may be brought to a vote is 
anybody's guess. Before today's 
session, Thurmond told a re- 
porter he might offer 16. Prior 
to today, he had advanced 20 
unsuccessfully. 


Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D - 


N.C., who has called up 23 
amendments, said 
he might 


have a few more. 


There were clear signs of a 


split in Southern ranks on the 
strategy to be followed. 


Several said privately they 


saw no purpose in offering a 
wholesale 
number of amend- 


ments.many of them exceeding- 
ly minor, only to have them 
swamped 
by

votes. They said they planned 
to use their remaining time for 
speeches against the bill in the 
final passage debate.

sylvania Gov. William 
W. 


Scranton, Goldwater's newest 
challenger. 


Scranon has picked up 44 del- 


egates since he started his cam- 
haign last Friday with 84 first- 
ballot votes in his pocket. But 
only one, 
in Pennsylvania, is 


known to have been a delegate 
who previously supported Gold- 
water. 


Seventeen of Scranton's new 


votes have come from state con- 
ventions in Maryland and Con- 
necticut, the remainder from 
delegates who were uncommit- 
ted or favored Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York, who 
this week threw his support be- 
hind Scranton. 


Since Scranton's 
entry into 


the race, five delegates said 
they no longer fayor Goldwater, 
including the"• one in Pennsyl- 
vania.

"ertility program is one of the 
main factors affecting the beau- 
y and usefulness 
of a lawn. 


When it comes time to add fer- 
ility, a host of questions always 
pop up. 


Most often the leading ques- 


ion is: "What kind and how; 
Honor Society and the Key Club 
much fertilizer shall I use?" 
Other questions are "How often" 
and when to apply it. All of 
hese questions are important, 
and homeowners should have 
an answer to them before start- 
ng to fertilize the lawn.

Oc- 
casionally too much fertilizer is 
applied, and the concentration 
n the soil is great enough to 
damage the roots. Use only the 
ecommended amount based on 
a soil test. In the absence of a 
soil test, contact your county 
Extension office.

BIN CASEY 
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Court Takes 
3 Big Steps 
in 2 Years

WASHINGTON (AP)Thc Su- 


preme 
Court has now taken 


three historic steps in two years 
in a fight it had timely avoid- 
ed: voting in the slates. The 
third lime was Monday. 


The court got biting criticism 


for all thrdee decisions, and high 
praise. The country quick's ad- 
justed to thefirst Uvo nnd will 
to the third. This is an ABC on 
what happened and why, start- 
ing with the federal government 
as background. 


In Congress each stale under 


the 
Constitution is entitled to 


two senators. Its size or popula- 
tion doesn't count. It is differ- 
ent with the Hoiifc of Repre- 
sentatives. There each state is 
entitled to at least one repre- 
sentative. 


But any more than that must 


be based on its population in re- 
lation to the population of the 
other states since the total num- 
ber of repesentatives for the 
50 states is limited now to 435. 


Every 10 years, after a cen- 


sus, the number of representa- 
tives is reapportioned among the 
states according to their popula- 
tion. So while e-icii state has 
two senators, the number of rep- 
resentatives'varies by state pop- 
ulations. 


The same general idea oper- 


ated in the states, or was sup- 
posed to, in picking members of 
their legislatures. 


Forty state constitutions re- 


quired rearranging of their leg- 
islative districts every 10 years 
or so to provide their voters 
equal representations. But for 
generations some state legisla- 
tures ignored their constitutions. 
Examples: Tennessee and Ala- 
bama. 


At the beginning of the cen- 


tury 
rural areas 
dominated 


state legislatures. Then popula- 
tions shifted from farms 10 cit- 
ies, but there was no redistrict- 
ing, rural areas were still in 
control and would do nothing to 
lose it. 


An example of what this could 


mean: 
10,000 people in 
one 


rural legislative district would 
have one state representative 
while 100,000 city people would 
also have only one. This meant 
one farmer's vote was equal to 
10 city votes. 


This meant unequal repre- 


sentation. But the rural - con- 
trolled legislatures would not 
change it. Appeals were made 
to the Supreme Court. It ducked 
saying it didn't want to get in- 
volved in politics. It said this 
last in 1948. 


In 1962, in a Tennessee case, 


the court reversed 
itself and 


said federal courts would step 
in if necessary to order redis- 
tricting to provide citizens of a 
state more equal representation 
in legislatures. 


It laid down a rule which has 


guided it since: one voter, one 
vote. Then on Feb. 17, 1964, the 
court went further, stepped into 
state arrangements for election 
of representatives to Congress

The House Ways and Means 


Committee this week is studying 
what to do about excise taxes 
or several substitute levies, in- 
cluding the value-added tax on 
manufacturing. This European 
variant could replace the excise 
or sales tax or even lower the 
corporate income tax. 


The administration is report- 


ed studying the possibility of 
greater use of income taxes as 
an economic weapon against 
any future recession. 


The argument is that if cut- 


ting individual and corporate in- 
come taxes by some $11.5 bil- 
lion a year is good 
for this 


year's economy, why wouldn't 
other tax reforms be just the 
right medicine for future eco- 
nomic upsets? The likely stum- 
bling block is that the adminis- 
tration would like the power to 
raise or lower income tax rates 
quickly at any sign of trouble 
and Congress is loathe to give 
up its right 
to make any 


changes, and at its own pace.
